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Floriculture and Nursery Products Decrease 5 Percent from 2018

The 2020 value of Hawaii’s horticulture and nursery products is estimated at $81.6 million, a 5 percent
decrease from the 2018 value of $86.0 million. The decrease in total sales was driven by the impacts
of the pandemic. Nurseries and operations tied to the hotel industry, tourism industry, conventions,
restaurants, concerts, large events, etc., were hit especially hard. Sectors considered non-essential
were slower to rebound due to limited tourism, weddings, special events and inability to have large
gatherings. Plant sales rebounded due to the strong housing market, more people staying home, and
the desire for more plants in their living spaces.

The largest component of the Hawaii horticulture and nursery industry, landscape plant materials,
contributed 25 percent to the total sales. Food crops grown under cover accounted for 18 percent,
foliage plants 16 percent, orchids 15 percent, and potted flowering plants 9 percent.

Cut flowers and cut lei flowers totaled $5.51 million, down 24 percent from 2018. Cut and potted orchids
were valued at $12.2 million, down 11 percent from the previous year. Foliage sales decreased to $12.8
million, 2 percent below 2018. Potted flowering plants were valued at $7.43 million, 25 percent above
2018. Landscape plant material was estimated at $20.6 million, down 10 percent from 2018. Bedding
and garden plants wholesale value was at $2.38 million, 22 percent above 2018. Food crops grown
under cover was estimated at $14.8 million, up 11 percent from 2018.

DENDROBIUM ORCHID SALES DOWN 17 PERCENT
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In 2020, Dendrobium orchid sales were valued at $3.16 million, 17 percent lower
than 2018. Potted in bud/bloom contributed $2.43 million, down 3 percent from
2018. Cut flowers registered $642 thousand in sales, 43 percent lower than 2018.
Sales of individual blossoms decreased 49 percent to $80,000.
